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AN   ACT 

PROVIDING   A   PERMANENT   FORxM   OF  GOVERN- 
MENT  FOR  THE   DISTRICT  OF   COLUMBIA. 


SECTION  1. 

1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Eepi'csen-   'pVstTictoico- 
tative.'<  of  the   United  States  of  America  in   Congress  as- 
sembled, That  all  the  territory  which  was  ceded  by  tlie 

State  of  Maryland  to  the  Congress  of  the  United  States 
for  the  permanent  seat  of  the  government  of  the  United 
States  shall  continue  to  be  designated  as  the  District  of 
Columbia.
